On the morning of Monday, May 8,

In thi#last movement we noted the 
difference of behavior between the diff- 
ferent corps under Gen. Navarro. The 
regulars fought in an apathetic way, 
strictly obeying order, but putting no 
personal initiative into play. The other 
bodies, Federal’ volunteers and rurales, 
were those who gave us most trouble. 
Being practically the same class of men 
that we had and being strong sSympa- 
‘thizers either for pay or sentiment with 


}the Government, they used the same tac- 


} 


tics we did, and, like our men, they 
were splendid shots. When the regu- 
lars abandoned a position these volun- 
teers held out to the last and the crack 
of the automatics always reminded us 
that it was not a-refular soldier fighting 
there, but a volunteer. 


One Determined Fighter. 

One of these men, somewhere lo- 
cated tn the blocks surrounding the 
church kept up an incessant ffre for 
two days, and if we poked our noses 
around a cérner within the radius of 
his action, his deadiy aim got Us. 
Repeated efforts were made to silence 
him from cover. If Gen. Navarro’s 
command had been composed of thin 
stripe of men I probably should not 
be telling this story. 

I am unable to give a clear apcount 
of the action of the column énder 
Col, 


Villa, who was atacking from, 


the battle. After the abandoning of 
the church there was a lull for an 
hour, and the report went out that Na- 
varro and his entire command hada 
taken to the hilis.:-‘In trying, to verify 
this. statement we ‘were met. by_the-fire 
of his men. in the last barracks: Get- 
ting whatever men I could together— 
and I believe the majority of them be- 
longed to other commands, but the 
number did not much exceed W0—we 


and our attack was helped by 
the smallest of our two guns, which 
had been brought into action, throwing 
three-inch shells in the direction of the 
barracks. 


Indians Support Battery. 


One of the sigftts of the three day»’ 
fighting was thé 40 Tarumari In- 
dians, who had discarded their civil- 
ized clothes to be more efficient tu 
the fight, ench carrying his bow and 
arrow and a Mauser rifle. They came 
up supporting the cannon to its posi- 
tion within two blocks of the bar- 
recks. 

We had now loophojes facing the 
barracks in such a way that only the 
open street, between adobe bulldings, 
divided us from the Federals and at 
this moment the efficiency of the 
handmade gretiades came into play. 
These deadly instruments—some of 
them tin cans wrapped in buckskin 
and loaded with scrap iron and sticks 
of dynamite, with three inches cf 
fuse—could easily be thrown fron, 
the inside of our buildings to the 
roof of the barracks. 


i must state one characteristic case 
of one of our own meéen—my own 
cook, by the way—who had been 
through the fight from the beginning, 
and who volunteered to reach the 
outside of the barracks wall, if cov- 
ered by our rifle fire, in order to be 
able to hurl the grenades into the 
middle of the barracks.

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PROTECTION OF RETAILERS. - 

The proposal of certain. members of the lum-) 
bermen’s organization to form an association of 
half a million retail merchants for protective 
purposes is at the moment particularly interest- 
ing. Initiation of such an enterprise by retail 
lumber dealers makes it still more interesting. 
Of course, there is no objection to a volunteer 
organization of the kind, even if its promoters 
find it necessary to declare in advance that there 
will be no “unreasonable restraint of trade.” How- 
ever, as! the acknowledged purpose of the move- 
ment is the “protection .of the middleman,” its 
utility as well as its ingenuousness may be re- 
garded with some degree of skepticism. “The 
protection of the middleman” means nothing more 
or less than the devising of ways to perpetuatg 
and make enduring another profit than that of 
the producer, to be paid, of course, by the con- 
sumer. 

This extra profit is leaitiinate to the extent 
that it is the pay for distribution and represents 
expert knowledge of the sources from which mer- 
is in demand and can be disposed of. In this 
the producer, whose whole attention is devoted 
to producing, and to the consumer, who buys 
only for consumption and values his time too 


tage. But a producer who wishes to distribute his 
own product and a consumer who wishes to buy 
at the best advantage are not to be denied the 
opportunity to do so or to have this inherent 
privilege curtailed. The United States Supreme 
Court within the month’ has pronounced illegal 
contracts whereby manufacturers undertook to 
follow their product through the middlemen to 
the consumer by fixing the retail price for it. 
For the retailer to assume that the manufacturer 
could not distribute except through him would 
be equally obnoxious and probably as illegal. 

Coming from retail lumber dealers the sugges- 
tion invites further skepticism as to its purposes. 
Only Friday Eastern organizations of retail lumber 
dealers were proceeded against by the Govern- 
ment under the Sherman anti-trust law. In view 
of this suit contentions that it would be physical- 
ly impossible ‘to combine such diverse and vast 
interests into a trust lose much of their force. 
A peculiarity of the Lumber Trust, or whatever 
this community of interests may be called, is that 
it is a combination of retailers. The producers, 
who may or may not have a combination of their 
own, are the victims of this retailers’ organiza- 
tion as well as the consumers. The purpose of 
the retailers is to protect themselves as middle- 
men. They have a subtle but effective black- 
list system, and the mill owner who ventures to 
sell direct to the consumer finds himself pres- 
ently at a great disadvantage. The consumer, 
however great his capacity, is the retail lumber 
dealer’s customer and he may buy of no other. 

When an organization of middlemen has per- 
fected such a system and developed it to the point 
where it invites action by the Government, any 
suggestion of extending the scheme in any form 
to other trades and lines is unwise.

They 
are doing this in Tennessee. Nebraska and Kan- 
sas are demonstrating what volunteer work does 
on the ground when it refuses to wait on politics. 
So in aii the states, the great system of the future 
will grow as the long distance telephone system !s 
now growing, from town to town, city to city 
and state to state. But by all means let Con- 
gressman Hobson persevere in his magnificent 
system of bills until it cures the yellow peril.

ONLY A BACKWARD STEP. 

France has tried the experiment of reviving 
capital punishment, and it has not been .satisfac- 
tory. In December, 1908, the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, by a vote of 320 to 201, resolved that death 
sentences should henceforth be strictly enforced. 
For a number of years prior to that date, 
French presidents had been refusing to sign 
death warrants and public opinion gradually 
reached the conclusion that too much clemency 
was encouraging murder in France, and the gui!- 
lotine. should put to work again. 

On Jan. 11, 1909, “‘Monsieur,de Paris,” the of- 
ficial headsman of the republic, took the “lean 
widow,” as the instrument of death Is called, to 
the romantic little town of Bethune apd there 
decapitated four murderers. The occasion was 
one of popular revelry and debauch at Bethune. | 
savage crowd yelled with delight when it 
‘the heads cut off. .

During, the month of March, 1909, after several 
executions had taken place, no- less than’ fifty-. 
seven murders were reported by the French press, 
although there had only been 20 in the severe 
November before the reviva] of the guil‘otine. 
Crimes of violence increased. The judicial] sta- 
tistics of France show a decrease of grave crimes 
during the years when capital punishment was 
seldom inflicted. In the first quarter of the nine- 
teenth century the annual average of persons 
guillotineé in France was about 120: in the sec- 
ond quarter, about 40 were beheaded annually. 
From 1850 to 1860 the yearly average of execu- 
tions did not exceed 28, and from 1860 to 1879 
the annual average was reduced to about 10, 
falling to 8 during the 15 years ending in 1890. 
From 1895 to 1901 the annudl average of culprits 
beheaded was but 5. Concurrently with the above 
noted decrease in the number of criminals exe- 
cuted, the number tried for murder thatertially di- 
minished, falling from 879 in 1885 to-439 in 1895, 
and 356 in 1900. 
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Representative Wilson of Illinois wants Uncle 
Sam to teach women how to cook and keep house’ 
on a strictly scientific basis.

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AMAZONS IN HISTORY. 

A story comes from the City of Mexico that there 
are 200 insurgents stationed at Chilpancingo under 
the command of an Amazon called La Neri, and 
that she has a large number of women in her 
force. A considerable number of women have 
also enlisted with Gen. Miranda as regular sol- 
diers, and they can shoot and ride/almost as well 
as men, according to the story. Reports say that 
La Neri herself is worshiped by her men and 
comes of a high-class family. She has absolute 
command of her forces. 

There have occasionally been women soldiers, 
like Mary Anne Talbot and Hannah Snell, among 
the Anglo-Saxons, but no Amazons of distinction 
who have led armies and gained fame after the 
manner of Joan of Arc. Considering the Indian 
blood that there is in Mexico and the frequent ap- 
pearance there of female warriors, it is:worth re- 
calling that in the sixteenth century the Spanish 
explorer, Orellana, asserted that he had come 
inte conflict with fighting women in South Amer- 
ica, on the River Maranon, which was named after 
them the Amazon. 

Spain had her Maid of Saragossa, who is nearly 
as famous in the Iberian Peninsula as Joan of 
Arc is in France. The amount of literature which 
has been produced concerning the latter is enor- 
mous. Her story fascinated Mark Twain and at- 
tracted Amatole France, and, singularly enough, 
the American humorist and iconoclast is reveren- 
tial in his treatment of the French heroine, while 
her countryman is repelled by the miraculous ele- 
ment in her legend. Joan of Arc is also the hero- 
ine of Voltaire’s ribald mock-heroic poem “La 
Pucelle,” which scandalized all Europe, even in the 
easy-going eighteenth century. 

In recent times the fighting black women in the 
army of Dahomey have been the best and bravést 
of Amazons, but they are said to have died out 
during the French protectorate of that portion of 
Africa. It seems to be well established that wom- 
en can and will fight when they want to, and their 
courage is of ie highest quality.

The advice is recommended to all aspiring dra- 
matic authors. The lack of a satisfactory contem- 
porary demand is as obvious to the casual theater- 
goer as to the professional manager and it should 
occur to playwrights that to please their present- 
day public is their best possible guarantee of pos- 
thumous fame.

LONDON, May 20.—The slump in American ar- 
rivals for the coronation season has assumed 
serious proportions. The newspapers here which 
set out to boom the coronation by tellfmg visitors 
they must pay impossible prices for everything 
are - ae blamed for what is now happening. 

fest End of London of course is densely 
lag inconveniently crowded already, but. this 
but algo residents coming from the outlying dis- 
tricts swarm into the comparatively Mmited area 
of fashion. 

There is plerty of hotel and boarding house 
accommodations in the suburbs» and the cuter 
parts of the metropolis, and now within easy reach 
of the center by means of the motor busses and 
tubes. Manager Parton of the White Ster Line 
remarked to the Post-Dispatch corresponcent: 

“In an ordinany year I would consider the season 
just beginning and wouldn't think there was any 
possibility of failure. This year my honest opinion 
is that it will fall short of. expectations unless 
something is done immediately to counteract the 
feeling in America igs prices are soaring sky- 
ward. 

“Of course there will be enormous crowds, but 
vast numbers of Americans—from whom the main 
revenues are expected—are calmly preparing to 
stay at home or go to Paris or somewhere else 
on the Continent. Reports from New York say 
that neither our boats nor the others are filled 
according to expectations. This does not mean 
that the big hotels here iike the Ritz and Claridges 
will suffer, for they have a clientele who come 
every year anyhow. But the hotels of the next 
grade and the boarding houses are likely to suf- 
fer unless they are willing to announee now: what, 
accommodations are open. This state of affairs is 
all their own fault.” 

Manager Bienton of the Cunard line, expressing 
similar views, said: 

“Beyond doubt there is a temporary check on the 
American crowds. But prices are bound to go 
down, and there is a likelihood that many people 
will come at the last moment. The better middle 
class Americans simply refuse to pay the eam 
now reported.” 

Theodore Groell, manager of the Ritz Hotel, ex- 
plained: 

“We have 
at the Carleton. 


made no change in schedule here or 
We have not a vast number of 
suites, and our people, who conre year after year, 
have booked as usual. It is true that prices are 
higher and with a big demand the coronation ad- 
vance is justified. But we shall not suffer. I 
agree that a mistake has been made by over- 
booming, wiien may affect the harvest expected 
by the smaller hotels and lodging houses, while 
even some big hotels may be hurt.”

First the stork came to the Madrid 
palace May 10, 1907, bringing an heir to the 
throne, who was named Alfonso. Next it took an- 
other son, Prince Jaime, to the chateau of San 
Idelfonso on June 23, 1908. A scant year. later 
(June 22, 1909), it left a daughter, Princess Bea- 
trice, at La Granja. On June 21 of last year it 
arrived with an infant which did not survive. 

Princess Beatrice is the pet of the family and 
is a thoroughly spoiled child. She is quick-tem- 
pered——“like her mother and grandmother,” some 
Spaniards are unkind enough to say—and, al- 
though not quite two years old, she is very domi- 
neering, especially with her 4-year-old and 3-year- 
old brothers, who must always give way to her. 

In the recent political turmoil the public paid 
secant attention to King Alfonso’s issuing a full 
pardon to Orleans, elder son of Infanta Eulalia, 
fer eloping nearly two years ago with pretty 
Princess Beatrice of Saxe Coburg, a namesake 
cousin of the Queen of Spain, 

This pardon was in the nature of a belated 


old, whose parents, Prince and Princess Alfonso, 
it relieves of the ban of banishment from Spain 
end deprivation of family rights which the King 
was compelled to pronounce upon them when 
they ran away and got married without his formal 
consent as the head of the family. Not alone 
did: Prince Alfonso marry without that consent, 
but he married a Protestant Princess in a Prot- 
estant church, an offense which brought down 
upon him not only the wrath of the King but also 
of the Vatican. 

‘However, the young couple are very happy, es- 
pecially since the birth of their son, They passed 
the winter at Nice, where they were daily to be 
seen skating at the Palais de Glace, the Prince 
looking ridiculously young. They were recently 
at the Orleans family reunion in Seville and are 
going to pass the summer on the Isle of Wight. 

Gossip says his Princess Beatrice was always 
something of a trouble to her mother, the Duchess 
of Coburg. It is related that she once threatened 
to run away with a German officer who caught 
her fancy. Rumor has it, too, that the King of 
Spain paid attentions to her when a bachelor, but 
finally preferred the blonde beauty of Princess 
Ena to the witchery of her first cousin.

Standard Bearer. Blunder.

-LONDON, May 20.—Lord Curzon of Kedleston 


has-been chosen to beat the standard of the In- 
dian Empire at the coronation, when, of course, 
King George will be crowned as Emperor of India 
among the titles he assumes. Lord Curzon was 
Viceroy. from 1888 to 1905, when he resigned.. 
Enemies of Curzon said his resignation was 


fereed by Lord Kitchener, then commander of the 
British forces in Indla. He would not tolerdte 
any interference by the Viceroy. 

Lord Curzon married a daughter of the late 
Levi Z. Leiter of Chicago, who left her a great 
fortune. Lady Curzon since has. died. Lord 
Curzon is far from being popular in India. The 
haughty Indian Princes are irritated at him for 
the manner in which he treated them at the 
famous Durbar announcing the coronation @ King 
George’s father. They felt like vassals, not Ike 
the independent potentates they are, by the fric- 
tion that the British East Indian policy cultivates. 
Nor did Lord Curzon ever return’ thé visits of any 
of the Maharajahs after the Durbar. 

So Lord Curzon’s appearance as the most fit- 
ting bearer of Great Britain’s Indian standard 
is regarded as a great blunder. -It will impress 
the Indian rajahs that they are mere subjects, 
The Duke of Norfolk, the Earl Marshal, who ar- 
ranges the coronation ceremony, suggested Cur- 
ton as the standard bearer for India. His Majesty’s 
advisers are blaming him rather. too openly for 
not rejecting him. The selection of Lord Miiner 
to carry the standard.of South Africa in the 
procession would scarcely bé a greater affront 
to South Africa than is the choice of Lord Curzon 


in India.

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FUNERAL WILL BE 


HELD ON TUESDAY se" 


Body of St. Liborius’s Church 
Pastor Will Lie in State To- 
day and Monday. 


The funeral of the Rev. Father George 
A. Reis, who died suddenly yesterday 
morning in the parochial residence of St. 
Liborius’ Church, 1835 North Eighteenth 
street, will be held Tuesday m«rning 
from the church,. whose pastor he had 
been for 12 years. 

The body will be removed from the 
residence this afternoon to the church 
and will lie in state before the altar 
this evening and throughout Monday. 

Intersticial nephritis, from which Fa- 
ther Reis had been a sufferer for sev- 
eral years, is believed to have caused 
his death. The heat of Friday night 
aggravated the malady. 

When Father William Kempf, assist- 
ant pastor, heard Father Reis’ alarm 
clock ringing for several minutes” at 
6:30 a. m. yesterday, he went to the 
pastor’s apartments. Thp door was 
locked and there was no answer while 
the bell continued to ring. Father 
Kempf entered through ‘a transom and 
found Father Reis dead in bed. 

Father Reis was 56 years old and was 
a native of St. Louis. He studied in 
Rome and, returning, became an assist- 
ant at St. Liborius’, succeeding to the 
pastorate at the death of Father 
Hoeynck. Seven hundred and fifty fam- 
flies are in the parish, which is one of 
the most important of the German Cath- 
olic parishes of St. Louis. 

During his pastorate the beautiful 
cpenwork Gothic steeple was erected, 
completing the church building. The 
parish schools were greatly strengthened 
under his administration, and a home 
for the teaching sisters was built. 

Several years ago, when the guimpe, 
or openwork shirt waist, was the rage 
among young women and extreme pat- 
terns were in vogue, Father Reis 
preached a sermon against the style, 
which attracted wide attention.

Yearling steers and all grades 
of fleshy and medium beeves, selling 
from $5.50 down, did not decline. 

The bulk of the week's supply were 
kinds that settled to the lower level, 
thus trading conditions were rather un- 
satisfactory most days. One choice fin- 
ished load of 1588-lb steers made’ the 
extreme top at $6.40, then came a class 
of cattle good enough for all general 
purposes that had to sell between $5.75@ 
6, these ranging from 900 to 1600 1D 
weights. 

A large share of the week’s supply 
were decent to good steers at $6.60 and 
better, while the proportion of ci mmon 
and medium grades, between $5@5..4, was 
small. 

Heifers and light mixéd butcher Tattle 
were moderately represented. The tone 
of ‘the trade was brisk, with closing 
trade indicating a 10@l5c advance for 
the better grades, and fully steady for 
the cheap kinds. Several well-fatted 
loads sold at $6.10, but it was largely a 
oe eG6.88 deal for the decent to good 
kinds 


The cow market hovered around a 
steady basis. Strength was manifest at 
the start and weakness at the finish. 
Top for choice cows was $5.25, bulk of 
the medium to good at $4.25@5. Canners 
sold largely at $2.75@3, and cutters, ac- 
cording to quality and flesh, between 
$3.25@3. Bulls were unchanged. Sales 
ranged between $3.75@5.25 for common to 
best kinds. 

The stocker and feeder trade was al- 
most at a standstill last week for lack 
of receipts. Market held steady, but 
this was due more to the slimness of 
the supply than any activity to the de- 
mand. <A few weighty, fleshy, fair to 
good quality feeders sold at $5.10@65.50, 
but the small supply embraced stockers 
of fair to soon quality that sold largely 
at $4.75@5.10 

As for some weeks past, Southern cat- 
tle receipts have been of very small 
volume, the entire week’s aggregate not 
being a good supply for one day at this 
time of the year. Steers made up,the 
entire supply and have sold fully stéady. 
The quality was mostly of the fair to 
good kinds, at $5@5.60, but included a 
few common grades down at $4.50. 

Hog Receipts Moderate. 


A good moderate nnmber of hogs 
arrived each ‘day and while the re- 
ceipts continue ta show gains over 
a year ago they are not so large %3 
two or three weeks ago. The hogs 
continue of good weights and are 
running 15 to 20 lbs. heavier than 
at this time a year ago. The market 
started off on the advance but soon 
went back and closed on a lower 
basis than the week opened on, 

On Monday the top of the market 
was $6.35, on Tuesday $6.40, which 
was the high day of the week. The 
best sellers were the smooth fat hogs 
weighing from 165 to 220 lbs. and 
they awere purchased by the shippers 
and butchers as the packers were 
buying a heavier and cheaper grade. 
Southern pigs and lights that were 
not strictly cornfed were poor sell- 
ers, 

Bulk of the butchers and shippers 
sold at $6.20@6.35, bulk of the pack- 
ers $5.90 @6.15, rough throwout sows 
and stags $5@5.75, Southern pigs and 
lights $4.75@5.75, according to qual- 
ity rather than weight. There was 
not as many real heavy hogs on the 
market last week as in the past few 
previous weeks. 

Sheep Market Up. 

The market took an upturn last 
week, much to the surprise of all 
traders and reached the highest ba- 
sis of the year. Spring lambs seeme:l 
to meet with the best demand and 
showed the rhs ops gain. The pack- 
ers began uying spring lambs in 
earnest and the supply was far too 
snfall to satisfy their needs, The ad- 
vance on spring lambs was 75c@$1, while 
sheep and clipped lambs gained 35@60c. 

The fore part of the week the best 
springers were selfing at $6.50, but 
went up to $7.50 later and closed on 
that -basis. Clipped lambs sold the 
middie and latter part of the week ac 
$5.65@6.50, amd wethers $4.75@5.15 and 
native sheep, all ewes, $4.25 @4.65. 
Bucks sold largely at $3.25@3.50. Fat 
offerings were extra good sale, but 
the poorer grades did not go 80 Well 
as there was very little country de#- 
mand for them and the slaughterers 
diq not want them at any price. 

It now looks as though the spring 
lamb season was on in earnest and 
a liberal number of good fat lambs 
will be needed every day for the rest 
of the, year, but the thin to half fat 
kinds will not be very good sellers 

shippers should bear this in

Horses and Mules Plentiful. 

Receipts of horses and mules were 
unusually generous last week, those 
of Monday being the largest for May 
ever known. AS usual, most of them 
were horses, although a larger pro- 
portion of ‘the receipts were imules 
than usual, Plenty of buyers were 
on. hand to cover the supply of horses 
ane the market moveaq actively. Wita 
Fastern buyers in the majority, the 
dern.and for kinds suited to trade in 
that section was the best, and chunks 
and wagon horses proved to be’ about 
the best sellers. <All Kinds sold about 
steady with last week, on an aver- 
age, but.a few Southern sales, smal!

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MARKS TRADE IN 
COTTON FUTURES 


July Option Sells at High Point 
on the Crop Above 
1 6c. 


The principal cotton markets have 
made a gradual advance for the week, 
with but few setbacks in prices. 

Monday the New York market, opening 
at 15.76c to 15.78c for July, worked lower 
under selling by brokers supposed to 


represent leading pbutis, closing at 15.70c 
to 15.71c; October held firm, closing at 
13.04c, a loss of 5 points from the pre- 
vious day. Tuesday a net advance of 
10 to 11 points was scored, July closing 
at 15.8le to 15.82c, October at 13.14¢c to 
lhc. Wednesday July advanced to 15.97@ 
15.98c, closing very steady at these fig- 
ures, the high poift of the day and the 
Season. October also made a new high 
closing at 13,26@13.27c. 

Thursday July, on the opening, passed 
the 16c mark, selling as high as 16.05c; 
October, opening at 18.30c, soia up to 
13.36c. From these high levels a nat- 
ural reaction set in, carrying July as 
low as 16.91ic and October below 13.30. 
At 12:30 p. m. the market was steady, 
July quoted at 16.95c, October at 
.16.31lc. The late market was strong 
with July touching 16.1lic. 
of the week was the bidding by F. 
P. Hayne, the bull leader in New Or- 
leans, for all the cotton in that city. 
On bids for 200,000 bales he got only 


$000, 
Market’s Tone Healthy. 


The tone of the market is very 
healthy, the advance being general, 
and not forced by aggressive buying by 
any special interests in any one mar- 
ket, but rather by a demand for the 
actual cotton. The spot markets of the 
South are quoted at figures that pro- 
hibit new purchases of spots for de- 
livery on contract in New York, and 
is above a4 parity with July, in which 
month interest is now centered. 

The New Orleans future market fol- 
lows New York, and unil the latter 
market reaches a point svfficiently high 
to make shipments to that point profit- 
able, any other than temporary declines 
seem unlikely. Business in verpool, 
while not large, is active enough for 
this season, while the Continent seems to 
be seeking cotton. Stocks in the United 
Kingdom and on the Continent, while 
considerably in excess of last year, are 
not large enough to encourage the re- 
turn of cotton to America (as was done 
last year) except at much higher prices 
in New York, as those countries will 
need all of their cotton for spinning 
vand the transaction would now show 
a loss. The large stocks there are off- 
set by smaller stocks here, the total 
world’s visible being but little more 
than last year. 

Trade Conditions Mend. 


Trade conditions seem to be on the 
mend, but there is still complaint 
from the mills. The manufacturers 
say that present prices for the raw 
material cause a loss, as they are 
unable to reatize the equivalent. in 
the finished product. In spite of 
these complaints, cotton continues *o 
go out af sight and exhaustion of 
Supply is threatened. It is to be 
hoped that the next crop will be a 
full one, as three short crops in suc- 
cession will put the spinners of cot- 
ton to serious loss and cause prices 
t» reach a high level, embarrassing 
to the whole trade. What the con- 
sumption of cotton will be with the 
raw product plentiful and relatively 
cheap is hard to estimate. It has 
been shown conclusively, however, 
that the high prices of the past two 
years have not deterred spinners 
from consuming, almost entirely, all 
the cotton in sight. 

Rain in Southwest. 


Reports from the growing crop 
are, as a rule, satisfactory. In the 
Atlantic states there is some com- 

laint of lack of moisture, but this 
s confined to a small area. In the 
extreme Southwest there are reports 
of backwardness on account of too 
much rain having delayed planting; 
with a normal season this should 
prove in the end*a benefit, as that 
section has in the past two years 
suffered from drouth and needed 
cortinued rains to moisten the ground 
to a sufficient depth. 

The Government report giving esti- 
mated acreage and condition to Mayr 
25 is the most important guide; and, 
if it confirms reports from private 
sources, will give the trade hope of 
a big yield.

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WEATHER IS CONTROLL 
FACTOR IN GRAIN MA 
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Wheat Dips Off When Drouth in Russia 


| but Rallies on Dry Damage Reports From — 
Domestic Southwest. 


Weather was the controlling factor 
in grain. the past week. In the early 
market prices declined on the break- 
ing of the drouth in Russia. In the 
late they rallied on dry weather re- 
ports from the domestic winter wheat 
belt. The closing was uncertain but 
at a slightiy lower level for the week. 

Traders say the price of wheat dur- 
ing the next two weeks will depend 
entirely on the weather. If rain falls 
in the Southwest, they say, wheat 
will fall with it. If it does not, the 
market may take fire and prices 
jump 5c to 10c a bushel. There ts a 
big short interest in the market 
which would help along the advance. 

There has also, no doubt, been con- 
Siderable loss already in Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska aaa other States, 
but it is too early to figure definitely 
on the damage. 

Conditions in Kansas ‘were a bone of 
contention all week and reports mixed. 
Crop Expert S. W. Sriow, after a tour 
of the State, gave out the following: 

“The Kansas winter wheat situation is 
now fairly clear. Total acreage seeded 
last fall 7,000,000, of which 1,850,000 acres 
in counties west of Rush, 2,250,000 in 
14 counties north and south lying be- 
tween Rice on east and Ness on west, 
376,000 in four south central counties of 
Barber, Harper, Sumner and Cowley, 
and 2,525,000 in east half of State. 
Through failure to germinate the first 
district lost 650,000 acres and 14 central 
counties 250,000 and the east half of the 
State 150,000, leaving area for harvesting 
for the State 6,500,000 acres. The pres- 
ent acreage and condition in the est- 
ern district should indicate roughly 
about 10,500,000 bu, in the 14 central 
000,000, in the four south 
central counties 1,500,000 bu, and the 
balance of the State about 41,000,000, oO 
a State promise of about 80,000,000 at 
bu winter wheat.”

agraph she adds: 

One thing to be: noted about the 
movement is that everyone is will- 
ing to do all he can to help along. 
Almost without exception the Mex- 
ican people on this side the border 
are sympathizers with the movement, 
and, though most of them are poor, 
they have given money to keep it 
going. 

Women Rented House 
The Mexican women of El Paso 


rented a large house several months 
ago and fitted it up as a hospital, 
and they have always had patients 
in it. Some have come long dis- 
tances, and it is remarkable how 
some of them got here, wounded as 
they were, and compelled to take 
rough mountain roads. The hospital 
has an overflow now, and they have 
tents in the yard and have also 
rented another house. 

Now the Red Cross is taking care 
of the wounded in hospitals they 
have fitted up in Juarez. 

An old man, a blacksmith, who has 
his place just around the corner 

/ from us, made the bombs that were 
used to take guarez. The insur- 
rectos have to thank their allies 
here for the splendid supplies of am- 
munition they got. 

Prof. Trugillo, a Spanish teacher, 
was here last night, and he related 
some interesting things. He says 
there were never more than 100 men 
fighting at one time in Juarez. Five 
men got into a large house on Lerdo 
avenue, not far from a barricade that 
had been built across the street, 
behind which were a number of the 
Federal soldiers, 


Federals Picked or’. 
Those five. men shot down the 


Federals as they raised up to fire. 
They killed 40 of them. After a while 
the Federal cannon from another 
point was turned on this house and 
the explosive grenades they used set 
fire to the house. The meén inside 
ceased firing and sat down and 
smoked until the cannon exhausted 
itself. 

Then they ran out of the burning 
building and sat behind the barricade 
with the Federal soldiers on the other 
side. 

A rapid-fire gun was turned on 
them and they laid flat on their backs 
to escape the shrapnel. One of them 
was killed and two were wounded. 
When the gun stopped firing the 
Federal] soldiers rushed out and took 
the two wounded men prisoners, 
with the two who were unhurt. 

Miss Montague says Navafro had 480 
ren in the town when he surrendered. 
The letter describes the ruins of build- 
igs burned or shelled in the siege.

High Italian Officials Hear De 
Angelis Explain How He Got 


Wounded Leg. 


VITERBO, Italy May 20.—Ex-Pre- 
mier Baron Sonnino and Signors Sal- 
andra Ricecicio and Chinieti, all former 
cabinet ministers, were present at to- 
day’s sitting of the Camorra trial, 
when the interrogation of -Tomasso 
De Angelis was continued. .De An- 
gelis, together with Goetano Amedeo, 
both of whom are crown witnesses, 
is charged by Giacomo Ascrittore with 
being one of the actual murderers of 
Guoccolo, for which crime the Camor- 
rists are now on trial. It is alleged 
by Ascrittore that a wound which, De 
Angelis had on his leg was received 
during his fight with Cuoccolo. De 
Angelis, by his testimony today, at- 
tempted. chiefly to demonstrate that 
while fishing in the sea at Ustica 
some years ago he slipped and hurt 
his leg.

POISON 
ERY ANXIOUS 
LET IT DROP 


Victims Who Fled From Topeka 
Are Found in Denver, but 
Maintain Silence. 


NO SUSPICION OF GIRL 


Chemists Establish Presence of 
Strychnine, but Writing Ex- 
pert Is Silent. 





DENVER, Colo., May %.—After de- 
nying for several days that they were 
the persons who received poisoned candy 
by mail in Topeka, Kan., several days 
ago, Dr. and Mrs. Artie M. Winters 
have at last admitted their identity. 
They are living quietly in Denver, in- 
tending to stay here until the mystery 
of the attempt to kill them is solved. 

Neither will tell of the reasons why 


they left ‘Topeka as soon as they re- 
covered from the poison. Dr. Winters 
has also refused to talk about the Fed- 
eral indictment against him, charging 
him with sending improper letters 
through the mails to Miss Helen Foley, 


ja former sweetheart. 


At the time of the péisbuing Dr. Win- 
ters was under this charge in the United 
States Court. It was Miss Foley’s evi- 
dence before *the Federal grand jury 
that led’ to ‘the dentist’s indictment on 
eight counts and he was released on 
$5000 bail, pending trial. 

AS soon as postoffice inspectors and 
secret service men were assigned to fer- 
ret out the poison mystery they thought 
of Miss Foley, but after an investiga- 
tion they declined to connect the young 
woman with the case. 


A one-pound box of chocolate bonbons. 


arrived at the Winters’ home by mail 
on the last afternoon delivery, and Mrs. 
Winters’ ate some of the pieces. When 
the dentist arrived home for dinner, he 
ate two pieces of the candy, and im- 
mediately after dinner both became vio- 
lently ill, They had convulsions, and 
physicians called to attend them im- 
mediately diagnosed their symptoms ag 
those of strychnine poisoning. 
Powder in the Candy. 

It was then that Mrs. Winters told 
of receiving the candy by mail. Several 
of the remaining pieces were broken 
open and were found to contain a 
white powder resembling strychnine in 
appearance. 

The police were notified and they in 
turn called in the postoffice inspectors. 
The postoffice authorities at first denied 
that the candy had gone through the 
mail, but the wrapper, on which were 
yanceled stamps, was producéd. This 
.ed to a more rigid inquiry and it was 
discovered that the person who mailed 
the candy evidently was well acquaint- 
ed with the habits of the Winters fam- 
ily and with the routine of the Topeka 
Postoffice. 

The package was mailed at a postof- 
fice substation near the Winters home, 
700 Morris avenue, just before the last 
afternoon delivery, so that it was sent 
out without being handled through the 
general postoffice. 

It was the day off of Williams, the 
regular letter carrier on the route on 
which the Winters lived, and Farns- 
worth, a substitute carrier, made the 
last delivery. In the first inquiry. Wil- 
liams declared that he had not deliv- 
ered a package on that day to Mrs, 
Winters, but Farnsworth, when he was 
found, remembered ‘it perfectly. 

Chemists Find Strychnine. 

Chemists employed ‘by the Govern- 
ment analyzed the candy and found 
strychnine in large quantities, sufficient 
to have killed many persons. 

Postoffice inspectors took a specimen 
of Winters’ handwriting and compared 
it to that in which the candy wrapper 
was addressed. The two specimens were 
submitted to John W. Shearman of 
Wichita, Kan., a Governmsiic handwrit- 
ing expert, but Shearmen declined to 
state whether or not he believed both 
were the same hand. It was known 
that Winters and his wife had dis- 
agreed since his indictment and the in- 
spectors worked on the theory that 
Winters himself might have sent the 
candy. They compared the address with 
Mrs. Winters’ writing and there was no 
resemblance. 


Winters was fairly convalescent the 


following day and was able to be about,. 


though he came near dying the first 
night. Mrs. Winters recovered more 
slolwy, but by the third day both were 
able to travel. 

They left Topeka immediately, telling 
nobody their destination and refusing 
to say why they were running away. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter in Topeka dis- 
covered the train by which they left 
and by his description a Post-Dispatch 
man in Denver found Dr. and Mfrs. Win- 
ters here. They at first denied their 
identity, and when confronted with 
proofs that it was known who they 
were, they refused to talk. 

Miss Helen Foley, 2 years old, is one 
of the leaders in Topeka’s younger so- 
ciety set. She is pretty and well con- 
nected, and is a member of the Catholic 
church. For two years she was en- 
gaged to Winters, before he knew his 
present wife. Miss Foley himself broke 
off the engagement. She refused to 
tell why. 

Winters Pursued Her. 

Following that, she told the Federal 
grand jury, Winters forced bis attén- 
tions on her and insulted her when she 
told him she would have nothing to do 
with him. He made improper remarks 
to her on the street in the presence of 
others, Miss Foley said. Several nights 
someone nailed vile signs.to the trees 
in front of her home. Then through 
the mails she received obscene letters 
and it was of this that Miss Foley com- 
plained to the. grand jury and for this 
Winters was indicted. |

In 1898 the late Judge Amos 
Thayer of the United States Circuit 
Court here, in deciding the Trans- 
missouri Freight rate cases, under 
the same statute, determined that 
there might be a reasonable re- 
straint of trade, against which the 
law did not operate. 

Hig position in this regard was 
reversed by the Supreme Court, 
which announced in its decision 
that “the prohibitive provisions of 
the act apply to all contracts in re- 
straint of interstate or foreign trade 
or commerce without exception %F 
limitation,, and are not confined to 
those in which the restraint is un- 
reasonable.” 

That was a majority opinion, 5 to 4, I 
believe, and Justice White was one of 
the dissenting minority, so that his 
present position is consistent with his 
position at that time. 
In ite decision in the Northern Secur- 
ities case, the Federal Court of Ap- 
peals in St. Louls followed the prece- 
dent set by the Supreme Court's de- 
cision, and held that any restraint of 
trade was unlawful, without question 
as to its reasonableness. 
Now, after 18 years, the Supreme 
Court has reverted to the view held by 
Judge Thayer, which is also the view 
most in accord with the common law, 
The common law inhibits monopolies in 
the necessaries of life, but it does not 
operate against combinations simply be- 
eause they may incidentally, to some 
extent, restrain trade. .

It seems to me very apparent after 
this opinion that the Sherman Act 
needs an amendment which will re- 
lieve the courts of deciding whether 
a trust ig reasonable of unreasonable 
in its restraint of trade. The statute 
sheuld be that the degree of reason- 
ableness is immaterial, and that any 
corporation which is in restraint of 
trade, no matter to what slight de- 
gree, should be amenable to the Sher- 
man Act. 

Business and Corporations have 
rights, of course, but it must be re- 
membered that legisiative bodies 
should legislate for the good of the 
greater fitUmber. Enforcement of the 
imprisonment penalty for violation 
of the Act would be of much value. 

I believe this opinion will have @ very 
Salutary effect on the large corpora- 
tions of the country. It will make the 
organizers of corporations in the future 
more careful, and will have a good ef- 
fect on some already organized. This 
was noticeable after the Northern Se- 
curities ease. Following that opinion 
the Friseo and Rock Island railroads 
abandoned what was practically a con- 
solidation. ;

EDWARD C. ELIOT: The Supreme 
Court has found the only practical s0o- 
lution for a most serious difficulty. 
Literally interpreted, the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law would have stifled the right 
of private contract, which is at the 
foundation of all business prosperity, 
corporate or personal. By this con- 
struction the Chief Justice has breathed 
into the Aect the spirit of the common 
law. 

As a declaration of public policy to 
be applied in accordance with a rule 
of reason and in the light of the evils 
to be corrected, the law may do much 
good. It is difficult to sea how any 
fair-minded person can fail to accept 
the conclusion as just, or wish to sub- 
stitute a merely destructive policy for 
the application of common séhse. 

No doubt some intelligent legislation 
will follow to define such offenses as 
ought to be prosecuted cMminally. If 
the result is a Federal corporation law, 
through which the great corporations 
of the country may be supervised and 
governed, in analogy with the nat‘onal 
banking system, the country may. well 
be tongratulated.

NEED FOR GRAND 
OPERA LOCATION 


Declares Roof Garden and Audi- 
torium for Symphony Orches- 


tra Will Fill the Bill. | 





STRUCTURE A NECESSITY 





Growth of City Demands Place 
Where Social Intercourse 
Can Be Had. 





Since the announcement was made 
last week by George D. Markham that 
the St. Symphony Society give 
roof garden concerts throughout the 
summer, beginning in 1911, there has 
been much discussion of the project 
among the supporters of the orchestra, 
and those who attend the winter con- 
certs regularly. Theophile Papin Jr., 


one of the contributors to the Sym- 
phony fund, is an advocate of the idea, 
and thinks the use of such a roof gar- 
den could be extended for social and 
public purposes. 

Papin thinks the roof garden should 
be the crowning feature of a* building 
to contain an auditorium for grand 
opera, high-grade plays and symphony

hall or foyer for charity balls, public 
receptions to distinguished visitors and 
other public social _festivities, this 
building to be, the year around, the so- 
cial center of St. Louis, 

‘Social life in St. Loujs is not rounded 
and organized, and the chief reason 
is lack of an opera house suited to our 
local conditions,” Papin said yesterday. 
“St. Louis standards are cosmopolitan, 
but we have no place where the gather- 
ings of society may be held with the 
brilliancy of metropolitan surroundings. 
Many of the cultured people of St. 
Louis are hardly acquainted. Society 
folk get together occasionally at the 
Coliseum or the Odeon, but both ‘of 
these buildings are ill-fitted for social 
needs. The St. Louis Club is pressed 
into service sometimes. for debutante 
balls and other functions too large for 
a private home, but the facilities are 
inadequate for a large reception or 
dance. 


Needs Opera House. 
“St. Louis needs a grand opera house, 


a large hall for recitals, receptions, 
conventions, charity and other public 
balls, and functions of a civic social 
character, and a roof terrace for popu- 
‘lar concerts by the Symphony Orches- 
tra throughout the summer. Instead of 
undertaking to carry out these projects 
separately, why not bunch them and let 
us have all of these good things now 
at less expense than will be possible if 
they eventually are created separately? 
I favor a central location, somewhere 
near Grand avenue and Olive street. 
That neighborhood can be reached con- 
veniently from all parts of the city, 
and from the suburbs in Illinois and St. 
Louis County. 

“Six hundred thousand dollars would 
buy the ground and build a suitable 
structure. Of this sum not more than 
$300,000 need be subscribed. The prop- 
erty could be bonded for the rest. Three 
hundred stockholders at $1000 each 
would be more desirable than 30 at $10,- 
000 each, and yet it is very difficult 
to get together a large number of mod-, 
erate-sized subscriptions. 

“The gross earnings of such a build- 
ing have be@n estimated at $100,000 a 
year. This would enable the creation 
of a substantial sinking fund, out of 
which the subscribers of the $300,000 
could be reimbursed. 

“Any caterer would b® glad to pro- 
vide a first-class restaurant. 


Plan Three Years Old, 
“Il have been formulating this plan 
for about three years, in the course 
of which time I have studied the 
methods in vogue in New York and 
other cities, and have discussed the 


most men and women. They all rec- 
ognize the great need in St. Louis of, 
such a building. 

“T have followed with deep interest 
the effort of the St. Louis Symphony 
Society to complete the guaranty 
fund of $30,000 a year for five years 
and thereby keep the orchestra in- 
tact. The loss of the orchestra would 
be a great blow to the city. Unless 
we preserve it, the possibility of per- 
manent cpera in St. Louis, as dis- 
cussed, will become remote. An or- 
chestra is an absolute necessity for 
grand opera and an expensive thing to 
buy from another city. In some re- 
spects St. Louis was better off mu- 
sically when it was a city of 200,000. 
Back in those days two weeks of the 
best grand opera were supported well 
several times in the season. 

“To develop a popular love for good 
music and opera and high-class drama 
is to create good citizenship and to 
promote community interests, and 
such an enterprise would be upbuild- 
ing civic solidarity—a cause which 
the Post-Dispatch is always foremost 
in promoting.”

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Senator 


William Lorimer of Illinois must 
again defend his seat against charges 
that it was acquired by bribery and 
corruption. A situation has been auto- 
matically created which leaves no al- 
ternative but to reopen the Lorimer in- 
vestigation. .It is believed that the 
sentiment of members has changed. 

This was caused by the report of the 
Illinois Legislative Committee that cor- 
rupt practices were employed to secure 
the election of Lorimer. It was cinched 
when the Illinois Senate adopted a res- 
olution requesting the United States 
Senate to make another inquiry. 

The occurrenves forced a reversal of 
sentiment in the Senate. It is appar- 
ent that the request cannot be ignored 
or refused. No alternative exists, but 
to again take up the work of investi- 
gation. Even Senator Bailey, who has 
been the most persistent defender of 
Lorimer, immediately admitted that a 
new inquiry must be prosecuted. 

Three Democratic members of the 
Steering Committee, Senators Bank- 
head, Fletcher and Simmons, who voted 
to exonerate Mr. Lorimer, concurred in 
this view. Many Republicans, friends 
of Lorimer, took the same position. It 
Was conceded that the Senate must 
take appropriate action. 

The method of conducting the iIn- 
vestigation will now be the chief 
topic of discussion when the subject 
comes up Monday. Senator La Fol- 
lette said today that he will continue 
to insist that the inquiry be made by 
a special committee of five newly 
elected” senators, whose minds are 
supposedly open to conviction and 
whose integrity is unquestioned.

MAKERS DID NOT 
INTEND NEW BALL 
AS BATTING AID 


Cork-Center Sphere Was De- 
signed Original'y for 
Durability. 





NEW YORK, May 20.—George Reach, 
son of A. J. Reach, the maker of the 
cork-center ball that is causing so much 
Giscussion in connection with this sea- 
son’s heavy - hitting, makes the an- 
nouncement that the cork-center ball 
was not invented with the first thought 
of increasing the batting, but to provide 
the leagues with a more substantial 
ball. 

The ball was invented to protect the 
buyers against the splitting and soften- 
ing of the sphere; but while experiment- 
ing it was found that this cork center 
would make the ball livelier. 

Mr. Reach gives the following his- 
tory of the evolution of the haseball 
from its infancy up to the present time: 
“The first ball used by professionals 
was invented by Harvey Cross and first 
used in 1857. This ball was used until 
1266. 

“In 1866, Al Reach, the owner of the 
A. J. Reach Co., maker of the present 
cork-center ball, invented a ball with a 
rure Para rubber molded center. 

“This ball was used with but slight 
changes until the latter part of the 80’s. 
Then Mr. Reach discovered that the ball 
could bé perfected by cutting the size 
of the Para rubber center. 

vi Cork-Center Gets Trial. 

“Tr 1899 the three-fourth inch cork- 
center ball, invented by Benjamin Shibe, 
“was tested by the All-American and All- 
National League clubs, managed by Con- 
nie Mack and Frank Bancroft. The 
first test was in California. The ball 
proved .too lively. 

“Renjamin Shibe then induced the big 
leagues to adopt his remodeled cork- 
center ball, which is now in use. The 
ball was first used on Aug. 1, and has 
been in play ever since. 

“The cork center of the present ball is 
but one-half inch in diameter, instead of 
three-fourths, and does mot make the 
ball quite as liv ely as was intended. 
“The cork-center ball was not invent- 
ed to increase hitting, but to try and 
produce a perfect ball. The solid rubber 
center could not be perfected. Too many 
Lalls became soft and the inside split 
too often to satisfy the clubs, and Mr. 
Shibe’s invention followed. 

“It apparently has killed two birds 
with one stone by increasing the hit- 
ting and providing a perfect ball.”

reorganization. For yesterday was 
vaccination day for members of the 
Municipal Assembly, following the 
discovery that a case of smallpox ex- 
isted in the city hospital when the 
Assembly and Hospital Board visited 
the institution Thursday. 

It was also vaccination day at the 
hospital, and 75 physicians, 
Stretcher carriers and attendants 
bared their arms at Superintendent 
Baur's order for the tnoculation. 

Daniel Turner, a rheumatic patient 
in Ward A-20 at the hospital, de- 
veloped symptoms foreign to rheu- 
matism, several days ago, and Fri- 
day, when the nature of his new 
malady had hecome clear he was hur- 
ried to quarantine. 

It was then Fecalled that, 24 brief 
hours before, the Hospital Board had 
escorted President Gundlach and most 
of the Couneil and nearly all the mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates through 
that part of the hospifal. The word at 
once went out that there was no time 
like the present for vaccination, and 
several of the lawmakers are said to 
have repaired to physicians’ offices and 
bitten their lips while the scratchers 
played on their arms. 

Members of the assembly, just like 
anyone else, will have to go to qwaran- 
tine, otherwise known as Koch Hosgpi- 
tal, otherwise known as the pesthouse, 
if they get smallpox. 

Dr. John C, Morfit, Hospital Commis- 
sioner, who accompanied the party 
through. the hospital, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that tthe 
visitors were not in great danger. 

“The case of smallpox was in its 
earliest stage when they called,”” he 
said, ‘“‘and it was very unlikely that it 
should have been communicated to a 
visitor. Those who were constantly 
around the patient are probably in need 
of vaccination.” 


ANNUNZIO’S 
- VILLA TO BE SOLD 


Writer Has No Money and His 
Italian Creditors Are Push- 
ing Him Hard.

Dispatch. 

ROME, May 10.—La Capponcina, Ga- 
brielle d’Annunzio’s beautiful villa at 
Settignano, in the neighbcrhood of 
Florence, will go under the hammer 
May 22. The affairs of the Italian poet 
and dramatist have been in a hopeless 
muddle ever since he took up residence 
in Paris and his Italian creditors seem 
to prefer cash to sentiment. 

Untii a few days ago, it was thought 
that an arrangement with his former 
friend, Del Grazzo, would save the villa 
and leave the latter in possession, but 
d@’Annunzio's liabilities are rated too

were begun in good faith to put it 
through. 

Laborers Shot Down. 

No sooner was the work on the road | 
well under way than two men, alleged 
to be under orders from the heads of 
the Alaska syndicate, took a stand in 
the canyon and fired on the laborers as 
they came early in the morning of Sept. 


One of the laborers was killed instant- 
ly, and another died shortly afterward 
from his wounds. These facts were 
proven in court at Juneau. 

It developed that the fatal shots were 
fired by Edward C. Hasey, and it was 
alleged that he received orders from 
George C. Hazlett, who in turn was 
charged with having been instructed by 
the highest officials of the Copper Riv- 
er Railway Company, a subsidiary of 
the Alaska syndicate, to see that the 
crime was committed. 

There was tremendous excitement at 
Valdez and at Juneau, the capital. The 
people of the coast country were 80 en- 
raged that they demanded immediate 
vengeance on Hasey. William B. Hog- 
gatt was at that time Governor of Alas- 
ka, and the memorial to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and the Attorney~ 
General of the United States alleges 
that he rushed to Valdez and took per- 
sonal charge of the defense. Hasey 
was arranged before Justice of the 
Peace John Lyons on a charge of shoot- 
ing with intent to kill, preferred by 
United States District Attorney N. V. 
Harlan, and was discharged. So violent 
is Hoggatt alleged to have been in his 
defense of both Hasey and Hazlett that 
a majority of the residents of Valdez 
signed a monster petition of protest to 
the Attorney-General and forwarded it 
to Washington, having it attached to 
Hoggatt’s report on the shooting af- 
fray. 

Hasey’s Trial. 

Now, Lyons is a brother of T. R. 
Lyons, then a Guggenheim attorney, 
but at present a judge of the United 
States District Court at Juneau. Hog- 
gatt, so the mermoriai states, tried hard 
to have Hasey charged with “attempted 
mansleughter’ instead of “shooting 
with internit te kill,’ but Harlan carried 
the day, and then ‘the attorneys for the 
defense, employed by the Guggenheims’ 
Alaska syndicate, obtained the removal 
of the trial from Valdez to Juneau, 
where Judge Cushman presided. 

Hasey was found “not guilty’ of 
‘shooting with attempt to kill,”’ but was 
found guilty of “attempted ek 
ter’ and sentenced to 18 months in e 
penitentiary. He protested vigorously 
against being made the ‘“‘goat,”’ the 
memorial states he received a fat hono- 
rarium in return for keeping quiet and 
thereby preventing the prosecution of 
men “higher up’’ in the Alaska syndi- 
cate. This syndicate employed five at- 
torneys and paid them big fees. Among 
them was Thomas 8S. Shackelford, law 
partner of Louis P. Shackelford, then 
the Republican National Committeeman 
and chief dispenser of Federal patron- 
age for Alaska. 

The principal counsel, however, was 
John A, Carson, whose letter recom- 
mending the remarkable expense ac-~ 
ceéunt turned in by M. B. Morrisey its 
reproduced herewith. Lyons was 
simply his chief assistant. 

The prosecution at Juneau was con- 
ducted by the United’ States District 
Attorney, John J. Boyce, and the jury 
was impaneled by United States Mar- 
shal D. A. Sutherland. 

Appeal to Attorney-General. 

So incensed were the partisans and 
righ officials of the Alaskan Syndi- 
cate, according to the memorial sent 
to the Senate Judiciary “Committee 
and Attorney-General Wickersham, 
‘when they found that the conviction 
of Hasey was regarded as only a 
stepping stone to bigger things—these 
bigger things being the same chief | 
officials of this syndicate—that they 
made haste to have Boyce and Suther- 
land removed from office. They heard 
of the move and sent the following 
letter to Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, to which they say they received 
no reply: |

We believe that a full and fair in- 
vestigation of the situation here 
would be of important public 
benefit as well as clearing the 
legal atmosphere in this judicial 
division. 

We feel that our manhood and 
character demand that searching 
inquiry be made and a full hear- 
ing had in order that our fitness 
for our respective positions be 
either vindicated or condemned. 

We would theréfore join in re- 
spectfully requesting that a spe- 
cial examiner from the Depart- 
ment of Justice be sent to this di- 
vision for that purpose. Respect-

Removed Without a Hearing. 

Louis P. Shackleford journeyed to 
Washington and pretty soon Sutherland 
and Boyce were removed without hav- 
ing had a chance to reply to any 
charges that may have been made 
against them. The memorial states. and 
it was generally so understood in 
Alaska, that it was because of their ac- 
tivity in bringing about the conviction 
of a hireling of the Guggenheims, in 
spite of the fact that the Guggenheims’ 
agents had warned them that they were 
entirely too bold for their own good. 

But the first te pay the penalty for 
defying this giant monopoly, according 
to the charges filed, was District-Attor- 
ney Harlan of Valdez, who first ordered 
the arrest of Hasey and Hazlett. It is 
alleged that Gov. Hoggatt lodged se- 
cret accusations against him with the 
Attorney-General, and that when later 
Harlan offered to resign on account of 
ill health he found he had been re- 
moved. 

it seems that every effort to expose 
Capt. Jarvis, Treasurer of the Alaska 
Syndicate, and Special Counsel John A. 
Carsol was unavailing. The manner in 
which the money mentioned in the ex- 
pense account was spent on witnesses 
and jurors became a scandal through- 
out the Territory. It was openly 
charged that any one who dared to try 
to molest Jarvis and Carson took at 
least his political life tm his own hands. 

Fac-Similes Sent to Capital. 

In Cue time the original letter of 
John A. Carson to B. H. Jarvis and the 
accompanying tell-tale expense account 
were secretly taken from the files of 
the Alaska Syndicate’s general offices at 
Seattle and taken to Washington. The 
memorial alleges that their custodian 
notified Attorney-General Wickersham 
he was ready to present them and to 
testify, but that he was never asked to 
call. Fac-similes were eventually sent 
to the Department of —Justice by the 
delegate from Alaska. 

Shortly after the beginning of Presi- 
dent Taft's administration, Judge Cusi- 
man retired from the bench at Juneau 
and the fight for his place was lively. 
T. R. Lyons, who had been the associaté 
of Carson fn the defense of Hasey and 
the expenditure of the Guggenheim 
money, was the choice of his law 
partner, Louis P. Shackleford, Republi- 
can National Committeeman and prin- 
cipal attorney in Alaska for the Gug- 
genheim Syndicate. They went to Wash- 
ington together and succeeded in land- 
ing the judgeship in the Fairbanks dis- 
trict for Lyons, with the understanding 
that he would shortly be transferre) to 
Juneau. He was. This was regarded 
as the first blood for Jarvis and Carson: 
in their fight to evade prosecution.

He and Shackleford 
agreed on Jolin Rustgard, who had done 
some work for the Alaska syndicate and 
was in charge of Shackleford’s office at 
Juneau, for. the District .Attorneyship 
and H. L. Faulkner, & Deputy Marsha! 
appointed at the alleged dictation of 
Shackleford fpr the Marshalship. 

The memorial states that Sutherland 
was embarrassed by the presence of 
Faulkner in his office, as he had reason 
to know he was disloyal. He was 
charged with having been a tool of the 
Guggenheims and an intimate friend of 
their representatives in Alaska. Further- 
more, it was shown that he was a native 
of Nova Scotia, had only taken out his 
first naturalization papers in 1905, at 
Ketchikan, Alaska, and had never be- 
come a full-fledged citizen. 


Taft Stands by Faulkner. 

Promptly on the removal of Suther- 
land and Boyle, President Taft appoint- 
ed Faulkner, and Rustgard. Delegate 
Wickersham succeeded in having the 
Senate Judiciary ig PS withhold 
action on Faulkner, but a favorable re- 
port was made as to Rustgard and he 
was confirmed. Three times has the 
name Of Paulkner been since consid- 
ered, but it is still to be acted on. The 
President sent it In again on April 17 
last. Meanwhile he is acting Marshal 
of the Juneau district by designation of 
Judge Lyons, whose action was direct- 
ed bv the Attorney-General. 

‘The only real objection urged against 
Faulkner,’’ said the Attorney-General 
when asked about the appointment, “‘is 
that he is a British subject. Mr. Mc- 
Namara, while an Assistant Attorney- 
General, investigated this case, also the 
charges against Rustgard. When he re- 
signed to go into private practice the 
whole matter was turned over to Mr. 
Todd, the United States District At- 
torney at Seattle... It seems that when 
these charges came to the notice of 
Judge Lyons he asked Faulkner about 
his naturalization papers. Faulkner re- 
plied that, whereas he was born in Nova 
Scotia,-his father removed to the United 
States when he was 6 or 7 years old. 
He said he knew his father had taken 
out naturalization papers, but that he 
had never been able to find them. 
Therefore, he considered it necessary 
in 1905 to declare himself a British sub- 
ject and personally applied for citizen- 
ship. The Judge told him he was a citi- 
zen anyhow and that such a proceeding 
was entirely unnecessary. 

“So far as that expense account and 
the letter written by Mr. Carson are con- 
cerned, Mr. Todd reported that he could 
not discover a particle of evidence show- 
ing that any of the money itemized was 
expended before the verdict in the Ha- 
sey case was rendered.” 

‘Doesn't it seem rather strange to 
you, Mr. Attorney-General,” said the 
correspondent, ‘that such an expendi- 
ture would have been made after the 
verdict ?”’ 

‘Well, Mr. Todd seems to have gone 
into the case very thoroughly, and I 
will have to take his word for it,’’ he 
replied laughingly. 

Taft to the Governor. 

A letter written by President Taft 
to Gov. Clark just after the Senate had 
failed a year ago to act on the appoint- 
ment of Faulkner shed seme light on 
the situation. At the time it was writ- 
ten the fac-similes of the 
expense account and the Carson letter 
were in the possession of the Attorney- 
General. The letter is as follows: 

WHITE HOUSE, Washington D. C. 

June 24, 1910, 

My Dear Gov. Clark: 

In the qbsence of any action by the 
Senate at this session on the nomi- 
nation of Herbert L. Faulkner as 
Marshal of the First District of Alas- 
ka. Mr. Faulkner will be contin- 
ued in office under his present ap- 
pointment by “the District Judge, 
which was made under the provis- 
ions of the Federal statutes at the’ 
request of the Attorney-General. Be- 
lieving thoroughly in the qualifica- 
tions of the new Marshal, he will*re- 
ceive the full confidence and support 
of the administration, and it is my 
intentipn to send his nomination to 
the Senate again at the next ‘ses- 
gion.” * * *° ' 

By reason of the great pressure 
of other’ public matters, it has “not 
been practicable at this session of 
Congress to secure much legislation 
of direct benefit to Alaska, as I de- 
sired, but it is my earnest hope and 
expectation that the Alaska mat- 
ters will be taken up in earnest at 
the next session. I am still confi- 
dent_that it will be unwise under the 
present conditions to advocate the 
election of a local legislature. The 
reasons set forth if my pbeattle and 
Tacoma speeches last September 
fully explain my unaltered position 
in this regard. 

_ Opposes Home Rule. 

It is extremely to be desired that 
the people in the territory should 
unite in favor of another scheme of 
government, abandoning the plan 
for a local, elected legislature, since 
the plan is not only unsuited to con- 
ditions but unlikely to pass. * * *® 

It is my desire to appoint resident 
citizens to the local Federal offices. 
If in any case I depart from this 
rule it will be because, as recent 
events have shown, the nomination 
of residents for office has led to the 
filing of flimsy and outrageous 
charges by other Alaskans, accom- 
panied by allegations that the Gov- 
ernor and others who may join! with 
him in efforts for good governmént 
are engaged in unworthy factional] 
activity or moved by other bad mo- 
tives. One way to promote the cause 
of good government in Alaska is for 


hd all citizens in the territory to desist 


,from making unsupported attacks 
“upon residents) who may be nomi- 

nated for office.

Laborers Shot Down. 


No sooner was the work on the road |) 


well under way than two men, alleged 
to be under orders from the heads of 
the Alaska syndicate, took a stand in 
the canyon and fired on the laborers as 
they came early in the morning of Sept. 
» 25, 1907, to their task. 

One of the laborers was killed tnstant- 
ly, and another died shortly afterward 
from his wounds. These facts were 
proven in court at Juneau. 

It developed that the fatal shots were 
fired by Edward C. Hasey, and it was 
alleged that he received orders from 
George C. Hazlett, who in turn was 
charged with having been instructed by 
the highest officials of the Copper Riv- 
er Railway Company, a subsidiary of 
the Alaska syndicate, to see that the 
crime was committed. 

There was tremendous excitement at 
Valdez and at Juneau, the capital The 
people of the coast country were s0 en- 
raged that they demanded immediate 
vengeance on Hasey. William B. Hog- 
gatt was at that time Governor of Alas- 
ka, and the memorial to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and the Attorney~ 
General of the United States alleges 
that he rushed to Valdez and took per- 
sonal charge of the defense. Hasey 
was arranged before Justice of the 
Peace John Lyons on a charge of shoot- 
ing with intent to kill, preferred by 
United States District Attorney N. V. 
Harlan, and was discharged. So violent 
is Hoggatt alleged to have been in his 
defense of both Hasey and Hazlett that 
a majority of the residents of Valdez 
signed a monster petition of protest to 
the Attorney-General and forwarded it 
to Washington, having it attached to 
Hoggatt’s report on the shooting af- 
fray. 

Hasey’s Trial. 

Now, Lyons is a brother of T. R. 
Lyons, then' a Guggenheim attorney, 
but at present a judge of the United 
States District Court at Juneau. Hog- 
gatt, so the memoria! states, tried hard 
to have Hasey charged with ‘‘attempted 
manslaughter’ instead of “shooting 
with intent to kill,’’ but Harlan carried 
the day, and then ‘the attorneys for the 
defense, employed by the Guggenheims’ 
Alaska syndicate, obtained the removal 
of the trial from Valdez to Juneau, 
where Judge Cushman presided. 

Hasey was found “not guilty” of 
“shooting with attempt to kill,’’ but was 
found guilty of ‘attempted agony 6A 
ter’? and sentenced to 18 months in 2 
penitentiary. He protested yigorously 
against being made the “goat,” the 
memorial states he received a fat hodno- 
rarium in return for keeping quiet and 
thereby preventing the prosecution of 
men “higher up’’ in the Alaska syndi- 
cate. This syndicate employed five at- 
torneys and paid them big fees. Among 
them was Thomas 8. Shackelford, law 
partner of Louis P. Shackelford, then 
the Republican National Committeeman 
and chief dispenser of Federal patron- 
age for Alaska. 

The principal counsel, however, was 
John A. Carson, whose letter recom- 
mending the remarkable expense ac- 
eSunt turned in by M. B. Morrisey is 
reproduced herewith. Lyons was 
simply his chief assistant. 

The prosecution at Juneau was con- 
ducted by the United* States District 
Attorney, John J. Boyce, and the jury 
was impaneled by United States Mar- 
shal D. A. Sutherland. 

Appeal to Attorney-General. 

So, incensed were the partisans and 
righ officials of the Alaskan Syndi- 
cate, according to the memorial sent 
to the Senate Judiciary “Committee 
and Attorney-General Wickersham, 
when they found that the conviction 
of Hasey was regarded as only a 
stepping stone to bigger things—these 
bigger things being the same chief 
officials of this syndicate—that they) 
made haste to have Boyce and Suther- 
land removed from office, They heard 
of the move and sent the following 
letter to Attorney-General Wicker- 
ij sham, to which they say they received 
no reply: . ’ 

Juneau, Alaska, Jan. 11, 1910. 
' The Attorney-General, Washing- 


ton, D. C. 
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touching certain matters, which 
we are advised by him have been 
made the subject of written 
charges against one or more of 
us, of the specific nature of which 
we are not advised. 

We now respectfully call your 
attention to a condition in this 
division of the District of Alaska 
which seriously hampers our use- 
fulness as Government officials. 
We believe that a full and fair in- 
vestigation of the situation here 
would be of important public 
benefit as well as clearing the 
legal atmosphere in this judicial 
division, 

We feel that our manhood and 
character demand that searching 
inquiry be made and a full hear- 
ing had in order that our fitness 
for our respective positions be 
either vindicated or condemned. 

We would theréfore join in re- 
spectfully requesting that a spe- 
} cial examiner from the Depart- 
ment of Justice be sent to this di- 
vision for that purpose. Respect-

Removed Without a Hearing. 

Louis P. Shackleford journeyed tw 
Washington and pretty soon Sutherland 
and Boyce were removed without hav- 
ing had a chance to reply to any 
charges that may have been made 
against them. The memorial states. and 
it was generally so understood in 
Alaska, that it was because of their ac- 
tivity in bringing about the conviction 
of a hireling of the Guggenheims, in 
spite of the fact that the Guggenheims’ 
agents had warned them that they were 
entirely too bold for their own good. 

But the first te pay the penalty for 
defying this giant monopoly, according 
to the charges filed, was District-Attor- 
ney Harlan of Valdez, who first ordered 
the arrest of Hasey and Hazlett. It is 
alleged that Gov. Hoggatt lodged se- 
cret accusations against him with the 
Attorney-General, and that when later 
Harlan offered to resign on account of 
ill health he found he had been re- 
moved. : 

lt seems that every effort to expose 
Capt. Jarvis, Treasurer of the Alaska 
Syndicate, and Special Counsel John A. 
Carsoi was unavailing. The manner in 
which the money mentioned in the ex- 
pense account was spent on witnosses 
and jurors became a scandal through- 
out the Territory. It was openly 
charged that any one who dared to try 
to molest Jarvis and Carson took at 
least his political life tm his own hands. 

Fac-Similes Sent to Capital. 

In Cue time the original letter of 
John A. Carson to B. H. Jarvis and the 
accompanying tell-tale expense account 
were secretly taken from the files of 
the Alaska Syndicate’'s general offices at 
Seattle and taken to Washington. The 
memorial alleges that their custodian 
notified Attorney-General Wickersham 
he was ready to present them and to 
testify, but that he was never asked to 
call. Fac-similes were eventually sent 
to the Department of —Justice by the 
delegate from Alaska. 

Shortly after the beginning of Presi- 
dent Taft’s administration, Judge Cusa- 
man retired from the bench at Juneau 
and the fight for his place was lively. 
T. R. Lyons, who had been the associaté 
of Carson in the defense of Hasey and 
the expenditure of the Guggenheim 
money, was the choice of his law 
partner, Louis P. Shackleford, Republi- 
can National Committeeman and prin- 
cipal attorney in Alaska for the Gug- 
genheim Syndicate. They went to Wash- 
ington together and succeeded ifn land- 
ing the judgeship in the Fairbanks dis- 
trict for Lyons, with the understanding 
that he would shortly be transferred to 
Juneau: He was. This was regardud

A letter written by President Taft 
to Gov. Clark just after the Senate had 
failed a year ago to act on the appoint- 
ment of Faulkner shed seme light on 
the situation.

General. The letter is as follows: 

WHITE HOUSE, Washington D. C. 

June 24, 1910. 

My Dear Gov. Clark: 

In the absence of any action by the 
Senate at this session on the nomi- 
nation of Herbert L. Faulkner as 
Marshal of the First District of Alas- 
ka. Mr. Faulkner will be contin- 
ued in office under his present ap- 
pointment by “the District Judge, 
which was made under the provis- 
ions of the Federal statutes at the’ 
request of the Attorney-General. Be- 
lieving thoroughly in the qualifica- 
tions of the new Marshal, he will °re- 
ceive the full confidence and support 
of the administration, and it is my 
intentipn to send his nomination to 
the Senate again at the next ses- 
sion.” * * *° - | 

By reason of the great pressure 
of other’ public matters, it has “*not 
been practicable at this session of 
Cengress to secure much legislation 
of direct benefit to Alaska, as I de- 
sired, but it is my earnest hope and 
expectation that the Alaska mat- 
ters will be taken up in earnest at 
the next session.

St. Louis physician in a ew campaign 

against consumption, which, causing one out of 

every ten deaths, slaughters 1,000,000 of the hu- 

man race each year. Of these deaths 100,000 oc- 
cur annually in the United States. 

Autopaies have proved that in the lungs and 
some other tissues of. nearly every person are 
smal] hard knobs, or nodules, called tubercles, 
which range in size from the tinyness of a millet 
seed to the dimensions of a hickory nut. These 
excrescences have unt'] now been regarded as 
wounds inflicted by consumption bacteria. 

From comparative studies of so-called tuber: 
cuious clover, peas and beans, Dr. Augustus Sie- 
bert of St. Louis concluded that tubercles in the 
human boly are not the effect of the consumptior 
microbe, but are, on the contrary, nature’s~ én- 
gines for combating the bacillus. The tubercle i 
able to reinforce the body, he holds, from its pe 
culiar power of extracting from the air that ele- 
ment of transcendent vitalizing force—nitrogen. 
He thus relegates the tubercle to the’ limbo of 
medical bogeys. ‘ 

The nodules upon the roots of plants were at 
first regarded as a disease, and various methods 
were essayed for their removal. But in time, bot- 
anists discovered that the swellings are of es- 
sential benefit, enabling leguminous plants to 
thrive in a soil in which plants like wheat, which 
has no nodules, would starve. 

The botanists and physicians took vaiaent 
paths in treating the paralle] tubercles deVeloped 
by plants and by the human body. 


In the following article Dr. Siebert explains for 
the first time in medicine, he asserts, just why 
open-air treatment of consumption is beneficial, 
and suggests that science, by employing nitroger- 
generating apparatus, may improve upon nature's 
haphazard method of cure. 

Dr. Siebert was graduated in ch®mistry from 
the University of Heidelberg, in ‘Germany,. and 
has on the presses of Leipsic a book treating on 
his investigations of the white plague.

OUR-FIFTHS of thé at- 
mosphere is composed 
of nitrogen, a listless 
and sluggish gas, col- 
orless, tasteless and 
odotjess. It is named 
by the French 
“azote,” or “lifeless,” 
because if we had to 
breathe it only we 
should die at once. 
But this drowsy ele- 
ment, if once awak- 
éned by combination 


with other elements, 
proves to have possessed doimant energies of 


eigantic vitality. As the essential basis of all life 
upon earth, nitrogen is of fundamental import- 
ance in treating consumption. 

By extracting three atoms of hydrogen from a 
molecule of glycerin and substituting certain 
molécules containing nitrogen we obtain the fear- 
ful nitroglycerin, which, combined with earth or 
sawdust, constitutes dynamite. A similar proc- 
@86 produces guncotion, the structure of which is 
60 nervous that a slight jar will cause it to shat- 
ter apart with explosive violence. 

Nitrogen is the most important constituent of 
eblorophyll, the green coloring matter of plants 
which is the only agency that can perform the 
miracle of raising dead substances into living mat- 
ter. Protoplasm, the marvelvus jelly of which 
evéry living structure is composed, contains fi- 
trogen as its distinctive ingredient. Nearly two 
tops of the gas are found in the surface foot of

.@very acre of fertile soil, and it constitutes from 


16 to 18 per cent of the average adult body. As 
& component of the brain, nitrogen flashes human 
thought, swifter than the flight of light, to the re- 
motest stars and the most d‘stant ages. 

In prehistoric eras, nature rioted in oxygen, the 
element which causes combustion. Everything 
was in prodigal excess; there were animal enormi- 
ties and titanic vegetations. But at some period 
nature determined to vitalize her rank world with 
@ Stuer, keener life, and accomplished her pur- 
pose by introducing more nitrogen into creation. 


Botanists Prime Discoverers. 


N THE present discussion we are concerned 
with but two of the agencies by which plang 
and animal life were enabled to key up their 

beings by consuming greater quantities of nitro- 
gen. The first is the nodulé, or tubercle, which 


_ Appeare upon the roots of certain plants growing 


in impoverished soil. The second, in my opinion, 
4s the swelling, or tubercle, which develops upon 
the human Jung, especially in cities where smoke 
depletes the air of nitrogen. 

In this era of agricultural science, many farm- 
ers of the Southwest are aware that “tired” soils, 
as they are called, aré those whose store of nitro- 
sen has been exhatsted. They know, too, that ny 
h Matarpes of crops, such as alternating clover with 


Farmers long since learned that while one plant 
withers on a certain soi] another plant prospers 
in the same earth. In answering the enigma as 
to why wheat dies in,a grovhd in which clover 
thrives, botanists discovered a solution which I 
believe will be of prime importance in the con- 
quest of human tuberculosis. 

Half a century ago it was learned that the roots 
of such plants as clover, beans and peas, when 
growing in impoverished soil, become covered with 
small round swellings, which usually contain mi- 
nute germs. For many years these excrescences 
were regarded as a disease, and attempts were 
made to remove them by opération and disinfec- 
tion. It was believed that the swellings were 
“sores.” caused by the ravages of parasite 
microbes. 


How Nitrogen Is Gained. 


UT experts of the United States Agricultu- 
B ral Department have now determined 
that the swellings, instead of being detri- 
mental to the plant, are in @ Bigh degree bene- 
ficial. They are proved to have the faculty of ab- 
sorbing nitrogen from the alr and converting it 
into digestible nitrates for the use of the plant. 
Therefore, in a soil containing Wttle nitrogen, 
the plant ig enabled to thrive through the ra- 
tions of nitrogen which its tubercles extract 
from the atmosphere. 
The root-swellings are naiure’s meaus of sup- 
plying the plant with more n‘trogen than it could 
otherwise obtain, and increzsing its vitality to u 


pitch at which it can defeat the bacilli infesting, 


its roots. Instead of being a “scar” made by 
germ parasites, the tubercle is a powerful ally in 
the plant’s warfare against them. 

In Bulletin 315, issued by the Department of 
Agriculture in 1908, occurs the following para- 
graph: 

“It was noted that with the inoculated plants 
the gain of: nitrogen came largely from the air, 
while the plants lacking nodules drew upon the 
combined nitrogen of the soil. When the gain in 
nitrogen is accompanied by largely increased plant 
growth the beneficial effect of the tubercle forma- 
tion ig most pronounced.” 

Even previously, during the year in which Koch 
discovered the consumption gerni, Prof, .Nobbe, in 
Germany, concluded that the tubercles of plants 
are agents for their nutrition. 

Upon reading the literature of this subject, 
was instantly struck by the extraordinary par- 
alle] between the soi-disant tuberculosis of plants 
and the dreadful disease of ‘Consumption—the 
scourge of the human race, slaying young and 
old, rich and poor, savant and savage. 

As clover has swellings upon its roots, so has 
mab tubercies in his lungs. In both cases germs 
are often found in or near the tubercles. In both 


cases it was supposed that the swellings were _ 


wounds inflicted by the microbes, In the case of 
plants this opinion was found to be precisely con- 
trary to the truth. .Why should.it not be equally 
untrue ip the case of human beings? 


‘ful ruler—the melodie line? 
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In reaching an affirmative answer to this in- 
quiry, I was convinced that physicians must fol- 
low the example of the botanists if they hope to 
attain a scientific treatment of the white plague. 
By pureuing different paths, the doctors of hu- 
manity have arrived at failure, while the doctors 
of plants have obtained success. Even tubercu- 
lin, a supposed anti-consumptive serum. which 
was the invention of Koch, has failed. . 

However, Koch’s recorded experiments prove 
that he was once on'the verge of the truth, but 
was unaware of it. 

This great scientist discovered that when a 

guinea pig was inoculated with tuberculosis 
germs, a hard nodule developed in two weeks at 
the point. of inoculation, and the anima) died. 
However, tf it was reinoculated soon after the ap- 
pearance, of the swelling, other nodules formed 
and the’animal recovered. 
« Koch then took the wrong path and attempted 
to devise an antitoxin, similar in principle to that 
which has been so wonderfully successful in the 
treatment of diphtheria.

F ALL Instruments, the violin is the one 
which has appealed to us most directly 
during the last 100 years. It is second 

only to the human voice in point of personality 
and far superior to it in point of technical per- 
fectiom It has the power to introduce the com- 
poser’s thought to the Ustener with commanding 
eloquence. 

There is a sentiment prevailing today that 
unless the solo art'st indulges in uncontrolled 
(so-called) “temperament,” he lacks the divine 
spark of genius, and consequently must be voted 
cold and gpiritless, Fortunate it is for us all 
that this spirit exists only in music, as otherwise 
cur entire ideas of life, civilisation and culture 
must be overthrown and we should. return to live 
the simple Hfe of savages.

Just because of ‘the exquisite 
beauty of tone must we become its slave and al- 
low it to usurp the throne and depose the right- 
This would be as 
bad as to look on a painting where the artist's

About four years ago I atténded some chamber 
music ‘concerts devoted to the works of Brahms 
given by the Joachim Quartet in London—other 
musicians assisting, Certainly in the large audi- 
ence present there must have been but few 
who could not detect the faulty intonation and 
weakened bowing of the great master.

That the tubercles of the lungs are bene- 
ficial, not harmful, to the human struct- 
ure. : 

That their office is to supply the system 
with vitalizing supplies of nitrogen. 

That the tubercles are not the wounds 
of the consumption germs, but nature's 
weapons for vanqtishing them. 

That science may aid nature by afford- 
ing the tubercles a plentiful provision of 
nitrogen in digestible form. 

Having formed these theories, I endeavored to 
ascertain evidence supporting them. As to the

Beven hundred post-mortems informed me that 
tubercles exist in practically every bofiy. even in 
the systems of strong men killed by accident and 
not disease. It was evident that the swellings are 
not deleterious to man. 

As to the second, 
recognized the fact that human tubercles have 
the property of extracting free nitrogen from the 
air and delivering it to the body in a consumable 
form, The autopsies, again, which revealed mep 
with tubercles but without a hint of tubercu- 
losis, proved that the former are not the effects 
of the latter, 


How Lightning Helps. 


H® fourth and last hypothesis, that science 


may successfully attack tuberculosis by 

feeding nitrogen to the tubercles, I pro- 
ceeded to establish. It has long been known 
that lightning and the discharges from an elec- 
trical machine, by means of the ions thrown off, 
compel the nitrogen of the air to burn, forming 
nitrogen trioxide, It is also‘ knawn that the elec- 
tric sparks form ozone, which unites with the 
ammonia of the atmosphere to form nitrogen tri- 
oxide. 

Under my direction an apparatus was construct- 
ed, consisting essentially of six spokes revolving 
en the axle of a one-eighth horsepower motor. 
To the end of each spoke was fastened a copper 
plate. Above them was a copper point, which, 
av they revolved, the plates brushed in turn. Con-

But her 
fatal beauty caught the eye of « human wolf 
and she was lured to a house in West Twenty- 
fifth street, képt by Mrs. Della Plaine, who was 
known at various times as De la Plaine, De 
Plaine, D’Esplaines and Desplaines. Hére the 
beautiful Alice met a man known as Osborne, 
whose name she accepted and with whom she left 
the Plaine house for a timé. 

There is a story tg the effect that “Osborne,” 
accompanied by beatitiful Alice Webb, spént $3000 
for champagne and dinners at a hotel in Chicago 
in one week. After that, the autheritic history of 
Alice Webb is obscured until 1876, when Osborne 
deserted her and ghe- returned to Della Plaine’s. 

George W. Hopkinson, sportive son of a wealthy 
perfume manufacturer, visited the Plaine board- 
ing house and met the fascinating young “Wid- 
ow” Osborne, He became hér constant visitor, 
spending practically “all his time and a great 
deal of his father’s money for her benefit. Finally 
they left the place together, and from 1878 to 
1886, they were “Mr. and Mrs. George W. Hutch- 
inson,”” Hopkinson having taken another name 
to evade family wrath. 

Alice Webb’s romance with Hopkinson ended 
when he denounced her in the courts as a con- 
firmed drunkard and left her after settling $1500

New York, during a quarrel over another 

man. Both Masterson and the woman were 
arrested, but neither would prosecute. Master- 
son, nevertheless, left her and she went to Pitts- 
burg. There she was mafried to Edward H. Pewell, 
a hotel clerk. He started in business for himself, 
His venture. failed the following year and his wife 
deserted: him. 

She next appeared in Chicago as Alice Webb 
and began operations as a real estate promoter 
with a capital of $10. Obtaining options on various 
properties, she increased her capital and formed 
a company, of which she was head. Reports came 
that tobacco as fine as the best products of Ha- 
vana and Sumatra could be grown in a certain 
part of Texas, and Alice Webb saw a road to 
fortune. She acquired title to lands of questionable 
value near Naeogdoches, and proclaimed herself 
possessor of tobacco plantations ef fabuleus yal- 
ue. This was the first step in her romance with 
Duke. 

When the American Tobacco Ce., known as the 
Tobacco Trust, was formed by consolidation of 
all the principal companies, Brodie L. Duke re- 
fused to join his relatives in the merger. This 
resulted in his complete estrangement from the 
family, and he began operating several flourish- 
ing independent companies in opposition to the 
trust. 

Alice Web lea-ned of Brodie Dute’s fight and 
wrote to him at length about the wonderful lands 
in the Nacogdoches district, on which enough to- 
bacco could be raised to break the trust or, at 
any rate, insure the property of his independent 
factories. 

Duke hastened to Chicago and met the woman 
in October, 1904. A few days later, she followed 
him to New York ahd took an expensive hotel 
suite. There Duke visited her frequently. There 
they had wine suppers tht rivaled the revelry 
of the Roman nobles. There also, Alice Webb said, 
Duke proposed at their third meeting in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“Little girl, I don’t want.your tobacco stock 
or your lands, nor do I want to consider your 
business propositions, promising as they lodék; 
but Y do want you.” 

Dec. 19, 1904, the Rev. W. W. Coe was called to 
the Hotel Winton to perform a marriage cere- 
mony, after which Alice Webb was Mrs. Brodie 
L. Duké. Immediately after the ceremony, Duke 
went alone to Durham and got bends that were 
said to represent a large pa'c of the Dute es- 
tate. A few days after his return, he was seized 
by his sona and half-brothers and taken to 4 
sanitarium on the ground that he was mentally 
unsound. He was examined by'a lunacy ecom- 
mission, and was released by Justice Gaynor, who 
now is Mayor of New York, exactly one month 
after his marriage. 

Duke, however, appearéd to have compromised 
with his relatives, for he seen ended his re- 
lations with his wife, and in June, 1905, filed suit 
for divorce. That she obtained great sums of mon- 
dy from him, however, can not be doubted, as 
she immediately began planning the promotion 
of other schemes, In which she tried to interest 
some of thé men whose names are known in 
Wall street. That she stopped at no odds was 
indicated durine the hearings on her hus)and’s

There was a mysterious 
hitch in the delivery of extra- 
dition papers, and she was re- 
leased after serving 16 
days; but while she 
was in prison, Brodie 
L. Duke got a divorce 
by default and ail 
tne actions begun against him by his relatives 
were dropped. Thus, when the gates of the Tombs 
were opened, she walked forth aot as Mrs. Brodie 
L.. Duke, mistress of millions, but as the old-time 
Alice Webb, intrepid, but penniless adventuress. 
A week later a New York physician pronounced 
her dying of nervous breakdown, induced and 
complicated by worry and alcoholism. 

Not this time, however, was the last enemy to 
win. Alice Webb recovered and started out anew. 
Back to Chicago she went where her first tri- 
umphs had been won, and there she began again 
her promotion of various enterprises, all more 
or less chimerical in nature. But Alice Webb was 
a woman of wonderful gifts and more than one 
we!'-guarded bank account was diminished by her 
masterful arguments. Many a safe and sane busi- 
ness man was deluded into dreams of the wealth 
that would be his when her cloudland argosies 
came sailing home. 

Letters found among her property indicate that 
her plans had attracted the attention of Stanford 
White, the New York architect, who was shot and 
killed by Harry Thaw at Madison Square Roof 
Garden in Néw York. White knew Alice Webb, 
and the letters show that he had planned to meet 
her and discuss a venture in which she was try- 
ing to interest many wealthy persons. 

Then came the fall of these air castles. She 
was arrested on a charge of having passed worth- 
less checks at the Great Northern Hotel in Chi- 
cago, where she had lived several months and 
where she had consumed enormous quantities of 
expensive liquors. She. admitted her guilt, laying 
the blame to drink, and prison doors closed her 
in again. In vain she pleaded for bond, promis- 
ing full explanations when released. Her dupes 
answered not. 

Those who had escaped financial sacrifice, only 
laughed, and those whose “land investments” 
had paid for the wines and gowns and the hotel 
suite were content to keep silence and remain 
in the shadow, lest unfavorable publicity be add- 
ed to the unpleasant experiences they already had 
known. Only by pledging her jewels and other 
personal effects to a professional bondsman, was 
Alice Webb able to gain her freedom.

N Merry England they 
ride to the hounds in 
pink coats and with 
joyful shouts of “Yo- 
icks!” and “Hark- 
away!” On the downs 
of Long Island “fox- 
hunters,” clad in the 
same. “pink,” which 
Neans coats of scarlet 
cloth, follow a bag of 
anise seed on their 
horses, trampling down 
the farmers’ g:owing 
grain, and they do-the 

same thing in Chicago and other places, that 

is, those who have wealth aplenty do it. 

Here in Missouri they hunt foxes also. But in 
Missouri there is an absence of red coats, al- 
though a red shirt creeps into the picture oc- 
casionally, and the foxes are real and untamed, 
and there is little or no riding.

from England, and hunted foxes through Pettis 
County. Five years ago the fox hunters and fox 
hound breeders had imcreased ‘to such numbers 
in that part of the ‘country, and their annual 
fox hunt had become so much of an institution, 
that they organized under the name of the Cen- 
tral Missouri Fox and Wolf Hunting Association, 
and as such were chartered. 

Annually in May the association holds its grand 
rally and hunt at Elk Lick Springs, 18 miles 
northeast of Sedalia. Tomorrow the meet for 
1911 begins, and it will continue for a week. 
Great competitive fox chases wil] take place, the 
prizes, silver cups, going to the dogs judged to 
have the best scent, speed, endurance, tongue and 
stamina. 

This year it'is believed 100 dogs of splendid 
breeding will be in the chase, and from three 
hundred to five hundred men will participate. 
coming from all over Missouri and from Kan- 
sas, Iowa, Oklahoma and Kentucky, to enter their 
hounds in the contests or to join in the various 
chases. Thursd&y will be ladies’ day, when, if 
the attendance is as large as usual, more than five 
hundred women will go out to watch the hounds 
run. 

The Central Missouri fox hunt is said to be the 
greatest event of its kind ever held in the United 
States. 

While the sport is called fox hunting, it is not 
uch as we of the West have been made familia: 
with in prints, of red-coated men riding across 
fields and leaping fences at the heels of a pack, 
with much shouting of “Yoicks!” and bad tumbigs 
into ditches and broken necks, and that sort of 
thing. That is the sport of England and of 
Meadowbrook on Long Island. 


A Woman Rides to Hounds. 


S conducted in Pettis County, while there is 
A some riding, it is merely to keep some- 
where in the vicinity of the hounds and 
for the purpose of getting to advantageous points 
from which they may be seen in their rush past 
a given point in pursuit of a fox. The hunters 
do not follow the hounds on horseback, for in 
this country the foxes seldom leave the vicinity 
of their dens, but circle around until] they take 
to hole, when the leaders of the pack find the 
scent and take up the pursuit of another fox. 

Pettis County is a good fox country, and this 
applies particularly to the vicinity of Elk Lick 
Springs, where there are many fox holes in the 
small timber and in the rocky bluffs. ‘It is 
probably due to this fact that the farmers of 
Pettis County are such ardent fox hunters and 
such successfu] breeders of hounds. 

For the past few years the prizes have gone 
to Pettis County dogs, now this one, now. that, 
but as it takes three successive winnings of the 
event to acquire ownership in the cups, they are 
still up for competition—none has succeeded sc 
far in winning three years. 

‘he amount of fox hound lore in Pettis County 
is astonishing. Even the small beys know all 
about the dogs and the strains and the possibilities 
of the whelps in training. The old dogs that 
have done things in the past are the real heroes. 
Even the negroes have their fox hounds. 

When a town man gets a pup of a well-known 
and honorable strain, he is as proud of it as a 
new baby, and does his best to train it ‘to be- 
come a candidate for the class elizible to con- 
tend in cup chases: But, as a fule, the town man 
is at a disadvantage in the matteag, of breeding, 
and the winners generally belong to- a. farmer’s 
pack. : 

Green McFarland, one of the vice-presidents of 
the association, has a notable*pack, and his dog 
“Pooger” was a winner last year. All the Mc- 
Fatlands have been breeders of fine foxhounds 
and have had many prize winners. 

Last year one of the winners was Mrs. 8S. J. 
White, a young woman of 22 years, pretty and 
an enthusiast. She lives with her husband on 


White’s Island, in the Missouri River. Her dog 
“Harry” won the cup for the best general dog in 
the 1910 contest, which is no mean honor, with 
notable contenders from all over the foxhunting 
Vest. Mrs. White is at every meet, and last vear 
was in the saddle for the six days. 

For many years the president of the associa- 
tion has been L. M. Monsees, the owner of one 
of the most famous farms in Missouri, the Lime- 
stone Valley farm, six miles east of Sedalia, on 
which, last vear, he raiséd and sold $68,000 worth 
of jacks and jennets. The secretary of the asso- 
ciation is L. S. Eddins of Sedalia; W. D. Fer- 
guson is treasurer, and J. W. Grimes is master 
of the hunt. The vice-presidents are Green Mc-

not in this manner tell the color and call the spots 
and estimate the value of any fox hound brought 
to him. 

He rides all over his own county on his horse 
at night fox hunting, and when he attends the 
annual meet in Pettis Cownty he borrows a horse 
and rides away across the hills with the other 
men as-if-he were not ‘blind. 

Mr. Flowerre is aboyt 50 years old and is a 
director in banks and-owns a large farm on which 
he feeds cattle and hogs. On his farm he has a 
valuable pack of foxhounds which he has bred 
and which he knows as he does his own children. 
There is not a keener sportsman in Missouri than 
Paul Flowerre, who of an evening calls his dogs 
together and starts off across the hills to raise a 
fox, or he will launch his skiff on the river at 
night and set his trot lires and attend to them 
until morning. 

The association now has 500 members who pay 
$1 a year dues, which cover the expenses of the 
meet. This year 100 of the best foxhounds in the 
West will be entered for the cups. : 

As soon as the corn is planted the: Missourl 
farmers begin to think of this great event of the 
year. They get their dogs into condition, and 
hurry to the meet. On the grounds they find forty 
or fifty tents erected for sleeping quarters, the 
ground covered with straw. Every man is expect- 
ed to bring his own blankets. | 

The commissary is in charge of C. F. Walch, 
a Sedalia caterer, who puts up a big dining tent 
and a cook tent, and brings to the scene a staff 
of cooks and waiters. He kills his beeves and 
lambs on the grounds.and puts them into big 
refrigerators, Hunters returning from the hills 
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Farland and S. J. White of Pettis County; P. L. 
Hunt of Cooper County and Wilbur Wood of How- 
ard County. 

Among the most enthusiastic members ‘of the 
association is Paul W. Flowerre of New London, 
Ralls County. Mr. Flowerre has been totally blind 
or 28 years, yet such is his “inner sight” that 
he is a most successful fox hunter.

In the woods a dancing floor is laid for ladies’ 
day, which is Thursday, when 500 women are ex- 
pected to be present.

Intoxicating liquor is not permitted to be brought 
to the camp, and no gambling is allowed. The 
members of the association are there to hunt 
foxes and establish the hunting quality of their 
hounds. 


All Night Fox Hunts. \ 


HE country~about Elk Lick’ Springs is an 
ideal fox country. It is rough and rocky, 
rclling and high, with many coverts in 

logs, caves and hay stacks for the foxes to live 
and breed. The foxes live on the poultry of the 
farmers, rabbits, field mice and other small ani- 
mals, and crawdads, 

The high-class dogs of the meet, probably 100 
this year, will be run in relays before the judges

Old Indian Songs to be 


CHORN HUNGARA, a Mojave Indian from 
Needles, Cal., will enjoy the unique dis- 
tinction of having his voice preserved 
in phonographic records for time immemo- 
rial, by ~the anthropological departmént of 
the University of California. The branch 


ect the anthropological department tbat is pre+ 
serving these records is especially detailed to 


work up the historical features. Achorn Hungara 
is unable to speak English, but he has as his 
companion and interpreter Capt. Jack Jones, who 
is also a Mojave Indian. 

Achorn Hungara will spend about five hours 
a day for the next few weeks singing into the 
photograph the songs of the Mojave dialects. The 
'ydian singer can sing songs in nine djfferen' 
dialects and he knows over three hundred differ. 
ent songs. Some of the songs are along histori- 
cal recitals and it takes several days fer a single 
eong. Many of the songs have been handed dowr 
fronr father to son for generations, and it is hoped 
that the early history of the Indian race in the 
Southwest may be amplified through these songs. 
After the songs have been sung in the dialect 
ito the phonograph they will be translated into 
English by Captain Jack Jones. The university 
will then have not only a complete historical] rec- 
ord, but it will also possess a musical record 
showing the cadences.adopted by the Indian 
gingers and also the words they use. This rec- 
ord may or may not be of tremendous value in 
establishing the connection between the American 
Indians and Oriental] people.

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»HO HAS not frequently 
encountered on a 
street car or in a 
crowded thoroughfare 
a face he vaguely re- 
membered, and which 
he has painfully en- 
deavored to identify, 
but in vain? Despite 
ransacking the mem- 
ory, the, half-familiar 
face remained elusive, 
the brain being unable 
to reveal when and 
where it was seen be- 
fore. 

No such failing of recollection embarrasses 
John M. Shea, superintendent of the Bertillon 
system of the St. Louis Police Department. Upon 
the film of his memory are indelibly printed the 
portraits of 40,000 persons, most of whom he has 
rever seen save in photographs. His prodigious 
memory has gained for him the sobriquet of “the 
man with the camera eye.” 

His clear blue eyes look like those of many other 
men, but they possess almost uncanny powers 
which others have only in rudiment, if at all. 
One careful glance at a face or a portrait, and 
the lineaments are fixed in his memory forever. 
The facial changes of time, the disguise obtained 
by growing or discarding beards and mustaches, 
and even by shaving the head to make it bald, 
can not deceive him. 

Not only has he a faultiess memory for faces, 
but he also recollects names and facts with mar- 
velowe accuracy, despite the passage of many 
years. A few days ago the police arrested on 
suspicion a young man who sgid his name was 
Campbell. It is Shea's custom fo go through the 
Central District holdover each morning and in- 
spect the prisoners mustered during the night. 
When he arrived before “Campbell,” he paused 
and looked at him keenly for’a few seconds. 
Then he said, with confidence: | 

“You are Frank Dempsey, pickpocket and con- 
fidence man.” : 


How Shea Catches Them. 
S the prisotier confessed,s after Shea con- 
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‘fronted him with his picture in the Rogue's 

Gallery, That picture was sent to St. Louis 
from Baitimore eight years before. Shea had 
looked at it.and then filed it away among his 
collection of pictures. He had since geen it casu- 
ally for A moment at atime while glancing 
throyeh the cases. But in a moment his docile 
nemory recalled not only the face but the name 
snd profession of the subject. Dempsey had 
never before been in St. Louis. 

Shea's diversion is riding on tne rear platforms 
of streét cars and unobtrusively eyeing the face 
of every person who comes aboard. Frequently 
he seizes some well-dressed man, with the air of 
a banker, and informs him he ts under ar- 
rest. In vain the prisoner pleads that hegs a 
respectable business man, with offices in such 
and such a building, and shows cards to prove 
his assertion. The inexorable Shea takes him to 
police headquarters, confronts him.with his photo- 
graph and compels him to confess his identity 
ae a crook. 

Tt is a dangerous thing to arrest a man Hving 
in an expensive hotel and tell him he is a pick- 
pocket. If a mistake were made, there would be 
troubie fo spare for the officer, But Shea bas 
made such arrests many times and has: never 
made a mistake. 

Some years ago an insane criminal boarded up 
the windows and nailed the doors of a boarding 
house on Pine street, and set the building on fire. 
Eleven persons were narrowly saved from death, 
and all were severely burned. Suspicion pointed 
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to James Highland, who was in hopeless love 
with a woman living in the house. 

Highland had been arrested four years before 
in St. Louis for carrying firearms and photo- 
graphed for the rogue’s gallery. At that time he 
wore a full beard and whiskers, which concealed 
his face to the eyes. 

On a February night, during a snowstorm, Shea 
was on the rear platform of a Suburban street 
car. Between Eleventh and Twelfth streets on 
Locust street he saw a man stealing along the 
sidewalk with his hands in his overcoat pockets. 
He was clean shaven, but after one glance at 
him Shea leaped from the car. Despite’ the 
change, he recognized Highland. 

Meeting a plain clothes detectve, Shea told 
him the man was Highland. The officer laughed 
him to scorn. 


Strange Case of Highland. 


YY fae he said, “I've seen that man a 
| dozen times today. He’s no more 

Highland than I am.” 

But Shea instructed the doubting cetective io 
assist him in the arrest, They suddenly pinioned 
the suspect’s arms, and found in his pockets two 
revolvers and 100 cartridges. Taking him before 
the officer in charge of the Central Station, Shea 
said: 

“Here’s Highland.” 

With the bearded photograph taken four years 
earlier’ before him, the officer was certain the 
superintendent had made a mistake, It was not 
util the woman of whom the prisoner was jealous 
identified him that Shea was vindicated. Highland 
was convicted and is serving a term of 15 years 
for arson. 

“I recognized him by his sneaky eyes,” 
Shea in explaining the arrest. 

The Bertillon expert went to Clayton when 
Taft was there before his election to the presi- 
dency. He arrested three well-known pickpockets 
and placed them in the custody of the County 
Marshal, A well-dressed man approached’ the 
group and asked the Marshal jocosely: 

“What's the trouble?” 

“IT want you, too,” said Shea, seizing him. 

The stranger laughed, good naturedly. “I guess 
you don’t,” he said. “I’m a business man.” 

“You're Edward Taylor, a_ pickpocket,” 
Shea. 

“How do you know?” demanded the _ other, 
starting sharply. “I’ve never been within 1000 
miles of St. Louis before. Nobody knows me,” 

In the end, Taylor was glad to pay a fine of $100 
for vagrancy in the St. Louis County Court, the 
officials of which then sent him to the §t. Louis 
police. As there was no charge against him, 
they were forced to be content with running him 
out of town. His picture had been sent to St, 
Louis from Cleveland a year before, and had 
fallen under Shea’s “camera eye.” 


Picking Up ‘‘Dirty-Faced Kid.”’

Eighteen years later he returned to St. Louis 
for the first time. He was 36 years old and 
had developed a mustache. His face, of course, 
was greatly changed by maturity. 

One night Shea was In a crowd of circus goers 
at Grand and Laclede avenues. Qn the rear plat- 
form of a street car which went flying uorthn on 
Grand avenue he caught a glimpse of a face. It 
was enough. He boarded the next car and in a 
few blocks overtook the first one. Grasping Mar- 
tin’s arm, he said: “Come along, Harry,” 

“What an outrage!” exclaimed the pickpocket. 
“Pm a reputable physician and have an office 
in the Union Trust Building.”

His surprise was justified. Shea had not seen

He was identified as James Madden, a no- 
torious pickpocket, by aid of a picture sent to 
Si. Louls 10 years before, which Shea's photo- 
graphic memory had retained all that period. It 
was found that Madden was wanted in Ohio for 
jumping a bond, and he was sent thither,

come to town. From one of them Shea learned 
that crooks also have a species of “rogue’s gal- 
lery,”) in which they keep records of the most 
dreaded police officers. 

He was leaving Faust’s restaurant, when he 
saw in front of the Southern Hotel two men, 
one of whom he recognized as Clarence H., 
(‘Kansas City”) Baker, a pickpocket. The thief 
at once sprang into an automobile, and pretended 
to be tinkering with the levers. Shea pulled him 
out of the machine. 

“Isn’t your name Shea?” asked the pickpocket. 
“I thought so. I have your description. But I 
didn’t think you had mine.” 

“] never saw you before,” answered he, “and 
haven’t seen your picture for years. But I knew 
you in a moment.” 

On the first night of the Sunday lid in St. 
Louis (May 7, 1905), throngs of the thirsty crossed 
the river to East St. Louis, returning about mid- 
night. As a result the Washington avenue lines 
carried what pickpockets call “fat cars,” that is, 
arowded ones. Shea boarded a car at Seventh 
street, and as he did so, felt someone “fan” him, 
or feel about his pockets to find his wallet. 


Recognized After Many Years. 


HIS convinced him that a “mob,” or gang 
T of pickpockets, was at work aboard. He 
did not recognize th¢ man who investi- 
gated his pockets, but he did recognize another 
man, “Butch” Bradley,’ who had been ar- 
rested 10 years before at the opening of 
Delmar Garden. It was clear that the 
first man, who proved te be William Mack, 
anf Bradley were acting as “stalls,” and hoped 
to crowd their victim while a third confederate, 
the “wire,” picked his pockets. At Twelfth 
street, being unable to detect the ‘“‘wire,” Shea and 
another detective arrested Bradley and Mack.

Purke, who was arrested for attempting to steal
